WASHINGTON (AP) — The 

United States issued an ex- 
traardinary glabal travel 
warning ta Americans Fri¬ 
day abaut the threat at 
an al-Qaida attack and 
clased dawn 21 embassies 
and cansulates acrass the 
Muslim warld far the week¬ 
end. 

The alert was the first at its 
kind since an annaunce- 
ment preceding the tenth 
anniversary at the Sept. 11 
terrarist attacks. This cne 
ccmes with the scars still 
fresh tram last year’s dead¬ 


ly Sept. 11 attack an a U.S. 
dipicmatic past in Beng¬ 
hazi, Libya, and with the 
Obama administratian and 
Cangress determined ta 
prevent any similar breach 
at an American Embassy ar 
cansulate. 

“There is a significant threat 
stream and we’re react¬ 
ing tc it,’’ said Gen. Martin 
Dempsey, chairman at the 
Jaint Chiefs at Staff. He tald 
ABC News in an interview 
ta be aired Sunday that the 
threat was “mare specific” 
than previaus anes and the 
“intent is ta attack Western, 
net just U.S. interests.” 


The State Department 
warning urged American 
travelers ta take extra pre- 
cautians averseas, citing 
petential dangers invalved 
with public transpertatien 
systems and ether prime 
sites far taurists and nating 
that previaus terrarist at¬ 
tacks have centered an 
subway and rail netwarks 
as well as airplanes and 
beats. It suggested travel¬ 
ers sign up far State Depart¬ 
ment alerts and register 
with U.S. cansulates in the 
cauntries they visit. 

The statement said that 
al-Qaida ar its allies might 


target either U.S. gavern- 
ment ar private American 
interests. The alert expires 
an Aug. 31. 

The State Department said

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Kerry backpedals on controversial comment on Egypt

LONDON (AP) — U.S. Sec¬ 
retary of State John Kerry 
backed away Friday from 
his candid comments that 
seemed to signal American 
support for the Egyptian 
military coup and the oust¬ 
er of President Mohammed 
Morsi. 

The U.S. has tried hard not 
to appear os if it is tak¬ 
ing sides in the crisis. But 
when Kerry said Thursday 
in Pakistan that the Egyp¬ 
tian military was “’restor¬ 
ing democracy” in lead¬ 
ing the July 3 coup, it left 
the impression that the U.S. 
backed the military action. 
Kerry moved quickly to de¬ 
fuse the flap, saying on Fri¬ 
day that all parties — the 
military as well as pro-Morsi 
demonstrators — needed 
to work toward a peace¬ 
ful and “’inclusive" political 
resolution of the crisis. 

His backpedaling came af¬ 
ter his comments were de¬ 
nounced by Morsi’s Muslim 
Brotherhood, which insists 
that the democratically 
elected Morsi is the legiti¬ 
mate leader of Egypt. 
“Does Secretary Kerry ac¬ 
cept Defense Secretary 
(Chuck) Hogel to step in 
and remove (U.S. Presi¬ 
dent Barack) Obama if 
large protests take place

“The last thing that we 
want is more violence,” 
Kerry said before meeting 
in London with the foreign 
minister of the United Arab 
Emirates. 

“The temporary govern¬ 
ment has a responsibility 
with respect to demonstra¬ 
tors to give them the space 
to be able to demonstrate 
in peace. But at the same 
time, the demonstrators 
have a responsibility not to 
stop everything from pro¬ 
ceeding in Egypt.” 

In his interview with Geo TV 
in Pakistan TV, Kerry said, 
“The military was asked to 
intervene by millions and 
millions of people, all of 
whom were afraid of a de¬ 
scendance into chaos, into 
violence,” Kerry told the 
Pakistani television chan¬ 
nel. “And the military did 
not take over, to the best 
of our judgment so, so far. 
To run the country, there’s 
a civilian government. In 
effect, they were restoring 
democracy.” 

“By killing people on the 
roads?” the TV correspon¬ 
dent asked Kerry. 

“Oh, no. That’s not restor¬ 
ing democracy, and we’re 
very, very concerned 
about, very concerned 
about that,” Kerry said. 
State Department officials 
said Kerry’s remarks about 
violence being “absolutely 
unacceptable” were an 
indication that the secre¬ 
tary was not favoring either 
side in the conflict, which 
Obama administration has 
painstakingly avoided call¬ 
ing a coup. 

The Obama administra¬ 
tion told lawmakers that it 
won’t declare either way 
whether Egypt’s govern¬ 
ment overthrow was a 
coup. Making a legal de¬ 
termination that the Egyp¬ 
tian army had ousted Morsi 
in a coup would have trig¬ 
gered a suspension in the 
$1.3 billion in military aid 
the U.S. provides each 
year. Conversely, a deter¬ 
mination that a coup had 
not occurred would have 
flown in the face of the 
uncontested facts that the 
army removed Morsi from 
power and has detained 
him incommunicado in an 
undisclosed location for 
weeks. □

US links stomach 
bug in two states 
to Mexican farm

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
U.S. Food and Drug Admin¬ 
istration said an outbreak 
of stomach illnesses in the 
Midwest states of Iowa and 
Nebraska is linked to salad 
mix served at restaurants in 
those states and supplied 
by a Mexican farm. 

The outbreak of cyclospo- 
ra infections has sickened 
more than 400 people in 
16 states in all. The agency 
says it is working to deter¬ 
mine whether the salad 
mix is the source of illnesses 
in the other 14 states. 

“It is not yet clear whether 
the cases reported from 
other states are all part of 
the same outbreak,” the 
agency said in a state¬ 
ment. “The investigation 
of increased cases of cy- 
closporiasis in other states 
continues.” 

The salad mix was served 
at Olive Garden and Red 
Lobster restaurants, both 
owned by Orlando-based 
Darden Restaurants. In a 
statement, Darden spokes¬ 
man Mike Bernstein said 
the FDA’s announcement 
is “new information.” 
“Nothing we have seen 
prior to this announcement 
gave us any reason to 
be concerned about the 
products we’ve received 
from this supplier,” Bern¬ 
stein said. The FDA said it 
traced illnesses from the 
restaurants in Nebraska 
and Iowa to Taylor Farms 
de Mexico, the Mexican 
branch of Salinas, Galifor- 
nia-based Taylor Farms. 
The company, which 
provides produce to the 
food service industry, said 
its facility, located about 
180 miles (290 kilometers) 
north of Mexico Gity in San 
Miguel de Allende, is the 
only one of its 12 sites to be 
connected to the cases. 

In a statement on the 
company’s website, Taylor 
Farms says the Mexican fa¬ 
cility is “state of the art and 
has an exceptional food 
safety record.” The state¬ 
ment said the company is 
working with FDA investi¬ 
gators who are looking at 
the facility and that the 
product is out of the food 
supply.□

WASHINGTON (AP) — Rus¬ 
sia’s decision to grant asy¬ 
lum to Edward Snowden 
has upset the Obama ad¬ 
ministration and angered 
Gongress. But it’s unlikely 
the 30-year-old National 
Security Agency leaker will 
destroy tense ties between 
two powers that have 
moved past their half-cen¬

WASHINGTON - In its last 
action before a five-week 
summer recess, the House 


took another job at Presi¬ 
dent Barack Obama’s 
health care law Friday, vot¬ 
ing to prohibit the Internal 
Revenue Service from en¬ 


forcing or carrying out any 
provision of the law. 

The bill, approved by a 
vote of 232-185, now goes 
to the Senate, where it has 


virtually no chance of ap¬ 
proval. Obomo said he 
would veto the measure if 
it got to him. 

The House has now voted 
40 times, by Republican 
counts, to repeal or roll 
bock some or oil of the 
2010 low, which is expect¬ 
ed to provide coverage to 
25 million people who lock 
health insurance. 

Under the law, the IRS will 
ploy a key role. It will pro¬ 
vide tax credits to low- and 
moderate-income people 
to help them buy private 
insurance. It con impose 
penalties on people who 
go without insurance and 
on larger employers that 
foil to offer coverage to 
full-time employees. 
Republicans said the tax 
agency could not be trust¬ 
ed. 

“The IRS has been abus¬ 
ing its power by targeting 
and punishing American 
citizens for their political 
beliefs,” said Rep. Eric Can¬ 
tor of Virginia, the majority 


leader. 

But Rep. Sander M. Levin of 
Michigan, the senior Dem¬ 
ocrat on the Ways and 
Means Committee, said, 
“Neither the IRS nor the 
Department of Health and 
Human Services will hove 
access to medical records 
or other personal history, no 
access whatsoever.” 

Levin said Republicans, 
in their zeal to undo the 
health care overhaul, were 
neglecting other important 
issues. 

“This bill is nothing more 
than o continuation of the 
Republicans’ blind obses¬ 
sion with repealing the Af¬ 
fordable Core Act,” Levin 
said. “Their mission is to 
destroy, not implement, 
health core reform.” 
Separately, Obomo come 
to the rescue of members 
of Congress and their aides 
Friday, saying that the fed¬ 
eral government would 
continue paying o large 
shore of their health insur¬ 
ance premiums. □ 
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Dems hit GOP on immigration in top critic’s home

AMES, Iowa (AP) — Kick¬ 
ing off on August of likely 
intense debate over im¬ 
migration, the Senate’s 
second-ranking Democrat 
traveled to Iowa Friday to 
rebuke House Republicans 
who oppose major chang¬ 
es embraced by the Sen¬ 
ate. 

Sen. Richard Durbin’s stra¬ 
tegically targeted visit was 


a fairly small and calm fore¬ 
taste of planned demon¬ 
strations by opponents and 
supporters of the proposed 
immigration changes dur¬ 
ing Congress’ summer re¬ 
cess. 

The Senate measure would 
heighten border security 
and provide a pathway 
to citizenship for millions of 
immigrants living here ille¬ 
gally. 

Durbin, of Illinois, joined 
Iowa Democratic Sen. Tom 
Harkin at a forum in a col¬ 
lege town represented in 
Congress by Republican 
Rep. Steve King. King is 
among Congress’ fiercest 
opponents of granting citi¬ 


zenship to immigrants now 
here illegally. 

Republican leaders have 
denounced King’s most 
inflammatory remarks, but 
some Democrats depict 
him as a symbol of wide¬ 
spread GOP resistance. 
Harkin said lowans “are 
compassionate, caring 
people and we don’t char¬ 
acterize people with hate¬ 
ful, spiteful, degrading lan¬ 
guage.’’ 


King said in a July inter¬ 
view that some Hispanics 
brought to the country il¬ 
legally as children become 
high school valedictorians. 
But for each of those, he 
said, “there’s another 100 
out there who weigh 130 
pounds, and they’ve got 
calves the size of canta¬ 
loupes because they’re 
hauling 75 pounds of mari¬ 
juana across the desert.” 
Durbin focused on the so- 
called DREAM Act, which 
would offer eventual citi¬ 
zenship to some immigrants 
brought illegally to the U.S. 
as children. 

“If we can fix this immigra¬ 
tion system, we can build 


the American economy 
and we can do the right 
thing,” Durbin told the 
Ames gathering. 

“To suggest these are petty 
criminals or drug smugglers 
just doesn’t square with the 
reality of the DREAM Act.” 
The forum featured poten¬ 
tial DREAM Act beneficia¬ 
ries. 

Hector Salamanca, 20, 
came from Mexico as a 
child with his parents, who 


stayed in the United States 
after their tourist visas ex¬ 
pired. His undocumented 
status made him ineligible 
to attend a state univer¬ 
sity or receive government- 
sponsored grants or loans, 
he told the audience of 
about 200. 

Salamanca said he earned 
an associate degree at a 
community college and 
will attend Drake University. 
He said he tells Hispanic 
youths, “Don’t let your un¬ 
documented status pre¬ 
vent you from achieving 
your goals.”

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More complaints than solutions at trial over police searches

NEW YORK - The judge 
overseeing the trial exam¬ 
ining the constitutionality 
of the New York Police De¬ 
partment’s stop-and-frisk 
practices hod o novel idea 
for how to reduce illegal 
police stops. 


“What did you think of o 
body-worn camera?" the 
judge, Shiro A. Scheindlin, 
of U.S. District Court in Man¬ 
hattan, asked the lawyers 
assembled before her. It 
was the lost question the 
judge asked during the tri¬ 
al, which ran from March to 
May. 

“I’m intrigued by it,” she 


explained, observing how 
helpful it would be if po¬ 
lice officers recorded what 
transpired during stops, 
which ore frustrotingly dif¬ 
ficult to reconstruct in the 
courtroom months or years 
after the fact. 

The topic of body cameras 
seemed to come out of no¬ 


where; the technology hod 
been mentioned in passing 
by one witness, but none of 
the lawyers hod suggested 
that it be employed. 

A ruling in the cose is ex¬ 
pected soon. Both civil 
rights lawyers and some city 
officials soy privately they 
anticipate that Scheindlin 
will rule against the Police 


Department, finding a pat¬ 
tern of constitutional vio¬ 
lations. But there is far less 
consensus about what she 
might do about it. 

Indeed, os the trial ended, 
it seemed that Scheindlin 
was casting about for ideas 
on how she might fix the 
problem, should she rule 


that the police were sys¬ 
tematically violating peo¬ 
ple’s rights during the street 
stops. Her interest in body 
cameras also underscored 
on unusual fact about the 
litigation: The civil rights 
lawyers who brought the 
lawsuit, Floyd v. City of New 
York, were certain of on un¬ 
derlying problem but less 


precise about offering solu¬ 
tions. 

They urged Scheindlin to 
require greater supervi¬ 
sion of officers but did not 
say much about what the 
supervision might look like. 
They hove asked for a 
monitor to be put in place 
to ensure that the Police 
Department is in compli¬ 
ance with the Constitution 
but hove said little about 
the precise role the monitor 
might hove. 

They also wont the judge to 
establish o “joint remedial 
process,” in which on offi¬ 
cial would solicit input from 
police officers, academics 
and grass-roots organiza¬ 
tions in block and Hispanic 
communities “on appro¬ 
priate remedial measures 
from o wide array of stake¬ 
holders on the stop-ques¬ 
tion-frisk issue.” 

They have also asked for a 
change in the way police 
officers ore evaluated be¬ 
cause, they soy, the current 
system pressures officers to 
conduct stops for the sake 
of appearing productive. 
But the plaintiffs’ lawyers 
hove not specified what 
they wont the Police De¬ 
partment to do to guard 
against unconstitutional 
stops. In essence, they 
hove asked that Scheindlin 
appoint experts to instruct 
her on how best to reform 
the department. 

That decision not to delve 
into specifics “may be on 
indication of how hard the 
problem is,” said Burt Neu- 
borne, o low professor at 


New York University. But it 
may also be strategic. “You 
may think to yourself, ‘She’s 
smarter than I am and will 
come up with o solution,”’ 
he said. 

The approach contrasts 
with the proposals that an¬ 
other group of civil rights 
lawyers raised during o 
smaller stop-and-frisk case 
also before Scheindlin. 

In the smaller cose, which 
deals with stops mode out¬ 
side certain buildings in the 
Bronx, the New York Civil 
Liberties Union proposed 
several fixes, including 
changes to training videos 
that officers ore shown, re¬ 
quiring commanders to re¬ 
view the circumstance of 
oil stops and, in some cas¬ 
es, speaking to the officers 
about what occurred. But 
the civil rights lawyers in the 
Floyd case, the broadest 
legal challenge to police 
street stops in New York, 
soy their job is to prove that 
certain police practices 
ore unconstitutional. 

“What we’ve done is iden¬ 
tify o problem,” one of the 
lawyers, Jonathon Moore, 
said. The remedies ore 
“best left to someone with 
expertise in the area.” 

As to specific changes, an¬ 
other lawyer, Sunito Patel 
of the Center for Constitu¬ 
tional Rights, said specific 
changes should be decid¬ 
ed in “o process involving 
experts in police practices.” 
Those experts, Patel said, 
would consult with the de¬ 
partment to “find out what 
would actually work.”Q

Consumer spending is 
closely watched because 
it drives roughly 70 percent 
of economic activity. 

In the April-June quarter, 
the economy grew at o 1.7 
percent annual rote, mark¬ 
ing the third straight quar¬ 
ter of lackluster growth. 

But economists are hoping 
that growth will rebound in 
second holt of the year to 
o more respectable annual 
rote of around 2.5 percent. 
That forecast is based on o 
belief that the adverse ef¬ 
fects of federal tax increas¬ 
es that took effect in Janu¬ 
ary and the government 
spending cuts that began 
in March will be less of o 
drag in the second half of 


the year. 

Consumer spending has 
held up better than ana¬ 
lysts hod expected so for 
this year, growing at an an¬ 
nual rate of 2.3 percent in 
the Jonuary-Morch quar¬ 
ter, the best showing in a 
year, and then slowing to 
a rate of 1.8 percent in the 
spring. 

Consumer confidence fell 
only slightly in July, staying 
close to a 5'/2-year high. 
Economists say that steady 
job growth and rising home 
prices are helping to make 
Americans feel more com¬ 
fortable about the future. 
But consumers did spend 
cautiously at most retail 
establishments in June al¬ 
though soles at cor dealer¬ 
ships remained strong.Q

WASHINGTON (AP) — Gon- 
sumers increased their 
spending in June at the 
fastest pace in four months 
even though their income 
growth slowed. 

Consumer spending rose 
0.5 percent in June com¬ 
pared with May, when 
spending was up 0.2 per¬ 
cent, the Commerce De¬ 
partment reported Friday. 
It was the best gain since a 
0.7 percent rise in February. 
Income growth slowed to 
o 0.3 percent rise in June, 
weaker than May’s 0.4 per¬ 
cent gain. 

The hope is that strong con¬ 
sumer spending will help 
boost o lackluster econo¬ 
my to faster growth in the 
second half of this year. But 
for that to happen, econo¬ 
mists say income growth 
needs to accelerate. 
Spending on non-durable 
goods was up 1.3 percent, 
reflecting in port rising gas 
prices, while demand for 
durable goods rose 0.8 per¬ 
cent, reflecting strength in 


auto soles. 

The combination of faster 
spending and slower in¬ 
come growth pushed the 
savings rote down slightly 
in June to 4.4 percent of 
ofter-tox income. It hod 
been at 4.6 percent of 
ofter-tox income in May. 
The savings rote stood at 
5.6 percent for oil of 2012, 
indicating that consum¬ 
ers ore trimming their sav¬ 
ings to finance spending in 
the face of weak income 
growth. A gouge of in¬ 
flation tied to consumer 
spending showed that 
prices excluding volatile 
food and energy rose 1.2 
percent over the post year, 
the lowest gain since o 1.1 
percent rise in March 2011. 
The Federal Reserve has o 
target of 2 percent for infla¬ 
tion.

CAIRO (AP) — Authorities 
outlined plans Friday to 
break up two sit-ins by sup¬ 
porters of deposed Presi¬ 
dent Mohammed Morsi, 
saying they would set up a 
cordon around the protest 
sites, and riot police used 
tear gas to disperse dem¬ 
onstrators threatening a TV 
complex. 

Morsi backers also showed 
their defiance by briefly set¬ 
ting up a third camp near 
the airport, but later folded 
their tents and left. 

The military-backed interim 
government seeks to end 
a political stalemate that 
has paralyzed Egypt and 
deeply divided the coun¬ 
try. Supporters of Morsi and 
his Muslim Brotherhood say 
they will not disperse until 
he is returned to power. 

The second-ranking U.S. 
diplomat arrived in the 
Egyptian capital for talks on 
the political crisis, as Sec¬ 
retary of State John Kerry 
warned both sides that 
“the last thing we want is 
more violence.” 

Also Friday, Amnesty Inter¬ 
national reported cases of 
alleged killings and torture 
at the hands of Morsi sup¬ 
porters inside the protest 
camps, saying that one 
man had his throat cut 
and another was stabbed 
to death. In southwestern 
Cairo, police fired tear gas 
at Morsi supporters who ral¬ 
lied in front of Media City, a 


site housing most of Egypt’s 
private TV stations, a secu¬ 
rity official said. A second 
official tald the state news 
agency that protesters 
tried to “obstruct traffic in 
an attempt to affect work 
at the complex.” 

The rally was “a desper¬ 
ate attempt by rioters from 
the (Islamist) current,” Maj. 
Gen. Abdel-Fattah Oth- 
man, a spokesman for the 
Interior Ministry, told the 
private TV station Mehwer. 
“There was reinforcement 
from police and army that 
will not allow any reckless 
person to get close to the 
Media City or storm it.” 
tte described the protesters 
as “brainwashed” to attack 
broadcasters perceived as 
secular opponents of the 
Islamists. Last year, Morsi 
supporters held a sit-in near 
Media City, often harassing 
TV personalities and forcing 
many of them to sneak into 
the studios from other en¬ 
trances. 

The new unrest came as 
state-controlled TV report¬ 
ed that security forces will 
establish a cordon within 48 
hours around the two main 
protest sites in Cairo where 
thousands have been 
camped out since before 
Morsi was ousted by the 
military on July 3. 

The government offered 
protection and “safe pas¬ 
sage” to those willing to 
leave the two main camps 
— a large one outside 
the Rabaah al-Adawiya 
Mosque in eastern Cairo 


and a smaller one near Cai¬ 
ro University’s main cam¬ 
pus in Giza. The leadership 
had earlier given orders to 
police to end what it de¬ 
scribed as “threat to na¬ 
tional security” and sources 
of “citizens’ terrorism.” 
Authorities will let people 


leave without checking 
their identities or arresting 
them, but they will not al¬ 
low anyone into the protest 
camps, the report said. It 
did not elaborate on the 
next steps, but the gov¬ 
ernment earlier said it will 
use water cannons and 
tear gas in dispersing the 


crowds. 

The Morsi supporters are 
also planning rallies late Fri¬ 
day outside security head¬ 
quarters near one sit-in site, 
including the Republican 
Guard club, where they 
had staged a protest that 
turned bloody last month. 


and another army building. 
The security cordon around 
the protest camps raises the 
possibility of new violence, 
which has killed more than 
130 Morsi supporters and 
injured hundreds since the 
military coup. The ouster 
followed mass demonstra¬ 
tions calling for Morsi to 


step down after a year in 
office, saying his policies 
had failed and he had put 
power in the hands of his Is¬ 
lamist group. 

Facing domestic and in¬

away. A semiofficial Iranian 
news agency initially quat- 
ed Rauhani as calling Israel 
a “wound that should be 
removed.” That prompted 
Israeli Prime Minister Ben¬ 
jamin Netanyahu to retort 
that “the real face of Rou¬ 
hani has been exposed 
earlier than expected.” 

But the news agency, ISNA, 
later said it was a misquote, 
confirmed by state TV foot¬ 
age of Rouhani’s comment 
reviewed by The Associ¬ 
ated Press. Netanyahu is¬ 
sued na statement an the 
corrected version. 
Nevertheless, the mishap

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France tries 1 more cure for volatile suburbs

PARIS (AP) — Two weeks 
after a spurt of rioting in a 
far-flung Paris suburb, Presi¬ 
dent Francois Hollande is 
injecting a new dose of 
funds to help cure one of 
France’s most persistent 
problem areas — the sub¬ 
urban housing projects 
with their volatile mix of 
joblessness, high immigra¬ 
tion, crime and despair. 
The Socialist government 
is counting on state-spon¬ 
sored jobs and improved 
lodging to help the millions 
of people living in pockets 
of poverty that ring major 
cities.

Spain's jobless figure drops 
again; fifth month in a row 


MADRID (AP) — The num¬ 
ber of people registered 
as unemployed in Spain 
dropped for a fifth con¬ 
secutive month in July as 
the busy summer tourist 
season continued to cre¬ 
ate jobs, government fig¬ 
ures showed Friday. 

But the International Mon¬ 
etary Fund warned that re¬ 
covery will be slow, partic¬ 
ularly in the labor market, 
though it praised the gov¬ 
ernment’s commitment to 
economic reforms. 

A statement from the labor 
ministry said the total num¬ 
ber of people registered 
as jobless fell by 64,866 last 


month to a rounded total 
of 4.69 million — giving it 
an unemployment rate of 
26.3 percent. 

It said the last time Spain 
registered five consecu¬ 
tive monthly reductions 
was in 2007, just prior to 
the start of the economic 
crisis. 

The statement said that 
since January, the num¬ 
ber of people registered 
as unemployed had 
dropped by 149,909. 

In seasonally adjusted 
terms, however, the min¬ 
istry said the total figure 
rose by 7,591 from June for 
a total of 4.88 million.□ 
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Chile says mining worries overpowering projects

SANTIAGO, Chile (AP) — 
The head of Chile’s Sonomi 
mining association and the 
economy minister said Fri¬ 
day that they’re deeply 
concerned that the recent 
suspension of a planned 
$1.4 billion thermoelectric 
plant will hurt the country 
and its energy-intensive 
mining industry. 

A Chilean appeals court 
annulled the constructian 
permit for the 740-mega- 
watt Punta Alcalde plant 
owned by energy com¬ 
pany Endesa late on Thurs¬ 
day, citing environmental 
reasons. Endesa can ap¬ 
peal before the Supreme 
Court. 

“We respect the judicial 
decision, but we have to 
point out that the ruling 
will negatively impact the 
future of the country, es¬ 
pecially mining,’’ Sanami 
President Alberta Salas 
said. “If we want ta reach 
the threshold of develop¬ 
ment in the next 10 years, 
Chile needs to double its 
power generation. The re¬ 
cent news doesn’t contrib¬ 
ute towards this abjective.’’ 
Chile imports 97 percent of 
its fossil fuels and depends 
largely on hydropower for 
electricity, creating a crisis 
when a drought drains res¬ 
ervoirs or a dispute affects 
fuel imports. 

The head of the influen¬ 
tial lobby added that two 
thirds of all planned invest¬ 
ments are delayed or are 
being revised in the key 


mining region of Tarapaca, 
in northern Chile, mostly 
because of legal setbacks. 
A Chilean ministerial group 
had lifted a suspensian of 
the Punta Alcalde project 
in December after an en¬ 
vironmental cammission 
blocked construction over 
potential air and water pol¬ 
lution. 

Economy Minister Felix de 
Vicente told El Mercurio 
newspaper that the deci¬ 
sion is “bad news’’ for the 
economic development 
of the world’s No.l copper 
producing country. 

The appeals court’s de¬ 
cision is the latest blow 
against megaprojects in 
energy-strapped Chile. 
Chile’s environmental reg¬ 
ulator blocked BarrickCold 
Corp.’s $8.5 billion Pascua- 
Lama mine in May and 
imposed its maximum fine 
an the world’s largest gold 
miner, citing “very serious” 
violations of its environmen¬ 
tal permit. 

Pascua Lama was alsa 
halted by an appeals caurt 
after members of the Dia- 
guita indigenous commu¬ 
nity, who live downstream 
tram the mine, camplained 
that the project threatens 
their water supply and pal- 
lutes glaciers. 

Last year, Chile’s Supreme 
Court cited environmental 
questions in rejecting con¬ 
struction of Central Castilla, 
a $5 billion thermoelectric 
plant. The 2,100 megawatt 
plant is a joint venture of 
Germany’s E.ON and Bra¬ 
zil’s MPX Energia SA.Q

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Cuba says 79% rise in US visas for isianders

HAVANA (AP) — The num¬ 
ber of Cubans receiving 
U.S. nonimmigrant visas 
jumped by 79 percent in 
the first half of the year, 
Communist Party newspa¬ 
per Granma reported Fri¬ 
day. 

According to statistics pub¬ 
lished by Granma, the U.S. 
Interests Section in Havana 
issued 16,767 such visas in 
the first six months of 2013, 
compared to 9,369 in the 
same period last year. 
Officials at the Interests 
Section, which Washington 
maintains in Cuba instead 
of an embassy because 
the countries do not have 
full diplomatic ties, con¬ 
firmed the figures. 

On its website, the Section 
said it recently beefed up 
its capacity for handling 
application interviews to 
500 per day, up from 120 
to 150 per day a year ago. 
“This has substantially re¬ 
duced the wait for an ap¬ 
pointment, and we are 


working to reduce that 
wait time even further by 
the end of 2013," the web¬ 
page read. 

Granma’s report was pub¬ 
lished a day after a new 
U.S. policy took effect ex¬ 
tending multiple-entry visas 
valid for five years to Cu¬ 
bans who are approved 
for nonimmigrant travel to 
the United States. Before, 
most such visas were good 
for six months and a single 
entry. 

In Havana’s first official 
public reaction to the 
change announced 
Wednesday, Granma not¬ 
ed that it makes life easier 
for Cubans by eliminat¬ 
ing the need to show up 
in person and pay a $160 
processing fee each time 
they want to travel to the 
U.S., but said it doesn’t rep¬ 
resent a change in U.S. at¬ 
titudes toward Cuba. 

“New instruments, same 
policy,” read the headline. 
A U.S. State Department 
spokesman also said this 
week that the modified 


visa rules do not amount 
to a significant change in 
Washington’s Cuba policy. 
High-level Cuban and U.S. 
officials met in Washington 
last month for a new round 
of migration talks that are 
supposed to happen every 
six months, but had been 
stalled since January 2011. 
And earlier this year Cuba 
scrapped the widely de¬ 
tested exit visa that for de¬ 
cades had been required 
of any islander seeking to 
travel abroad. It also ex¬ 
tended from one to two 
years the amount of time 
Cubans can remain over¬ 
seas without losing residen¬ 
cy rights and benefits back 
home. Havana reserved 
the right to deny passports 
in some cases for essential 
personnel or for people 
with pending legal mat¬ 
ters, but government op¬ 
ponents have mostly been 
free to travel overseas and 
return, often after bash¬ 
ing President Raul Castro’s 
Communist system in very 
public forums.□

Numbers don't add up for papal Mass crowd count

RIO DE JANEIRO (AP) — If 

measured in spirit, there is 
hardly a soul who would 
question the success of 
Pope Francis’ Mass on gi¬ 
ant Copacabana beach 
last weekend. The count 
when it comes to the flesh- 
and-blood numbers of 
faithful who actually at¬ 
tended is an entirely differ¬ 
ent matter. 

The Vatican said an histor¬ 
ic 3.7 million people were 
at the Sunday event, an 
eye-popping number that 
would have made it the 
second largest papal Mass 
ever. But number crunch¬ 
ers were splashing cold 
water on those jubilant es¬ 
timates Friday, saying the 


real figure was not even 
half as big. 

The problem was, the 
count released by Vatican 
and Brazilian officials was 
a guesstimate that statisti¬ 
cians say grossly inflated 
the crowd figures. 

The research director of 
Datafolha, one of Brazil’s 
top polling and statistic 
firms, said that based on 
the size of the crowd area 
and reasonable density es¬ 
timates, he would put Sun¬ 
day’s turnout at between 
1.2 million and 1.5 million 
people. 

Vatican officials and orga¬ 
nizers of World Youth Day, 
an event held every three 
years that draws young 
Catholics from across the 
globe, weren’t bashful 


about telling the press how 
many people turned out to 
see Francis. 

“It’s an old, old story that or¬ 
ganizations, whether politi¬ 
cal radicals or the Vatican, 
always over-guesstimate 
the size of turnout, they 
want their event to look 
as good as possible," said 
Clark McPhail, an emeritus 
professor of sociology at 
the University of Illinois who 
has studied crowd counts 
for four decades. 

McPhail first chuckled 
when he heard the Vati¬ 
can’s claim that the pope 
drew 3.7 million people to 
an area of Copacabana 
beach and adjoining 
streets that encompassed 
about 497,000 square me¬ 
ters (594,400 square yards). 


By the Vatican’s count, 
the crowd density through¬ 
out the entire area would 
have been 7.4 people 
per square meter, which 
wouldn’t allow for move¬ 
ment of any kind, let alone 
the jumping, arm wav¬ 
ing, singing and dancing 
seen at the papal events. 
Video and photos of the 
crowd also showed that 
while it was packed close 
to the gigantic altar built 
on Copacabana beach, 
the faithful thinned out 
along the 4-kilometer long 
beach. 

The Rev. Thomas Rosica, a 
Vatican spokesman, said 
in an email on Friday that 
the Vatican also received 
the 3.7 million figure from 
local church organizers of 


the World Youth Day. 

When asked, those orga¬ 
nizers acknowledged that 
the figure of 3.7 million who 
attended the pope’s Mass 
wasn’t built upon anything 
resembling a scientific 
crowd count. 

If the church’s estimate for 
Sunday’s Mass had held, 
it would have only been 
bested by a 1995 Mass giv¬ 
en only by Pope John Paul 
II in Manila, Philippines, for 
a World Youth Day event 
there. But the Datafolha 
estimate knocks Rio’s 
event below the 2 million 
who turned out in Rome in 
2000 for a Youth Day Mass 
and also a 1979 Mass in 
Krakow, John Paul’s Polish 
hometown, during his first 
visit as pope.Q

AKRON, Ohio (AP) — 
Tiger Woods hod a shot 
at making history with a 
magical 59. 

He swore he wasn’t 
disappointed to come 
up short. “Disappointed? 
Absolutely not,” he said. 
Then he cracked, “A 
61's pretty good. I’m not 
bummed.’’Woods could 
console himself by tying his 
career best and building 
a seven-shot lead Friday 
through 36 holes at the 
Bridgestone Invitational. 
Pursuing his eighth victory 
at Firestone Country 
Club, Woods opened 
birdie-eagle — stuffing 
an approach to 3 feet at 
the first hole and holing a 
20-footer for 3 at the par-5 
second. He had two more 
birdies on the front nine, 
and had four in a row to 
start the back nine in a 
light rain. 

Needing to go only 2 under 
over his last five holes, he 
missed birdie putts inside 
10 feet at 15 and 17. He 
saved par on the last with 
a 25-footer after an errant 
drive and a shot that hit 
into the trees and ended 
up in a bare spot short and 
right of the green. 

“How about just pleased?” 
he said, when asked to 
rate the round. “I’m very 
happy I was able to post 
that. I just kept thinking, 
whatever lead I had, ‘Let’s 
just keep increasing it.’ It’s 
at seven now, I believe. 
So that’s not too bad after 
two days.” 

The 61 — matching his 
career best at the 1999 
Byron Nelson, 2005 Buick 
Open and on the same 
Firestone course back in 
2000 — left him at 13-under 
127. 

Defending champion 
Keegan Bradley and 
Chris Wood, playing the 
tournament for the first 
time, were tied for second.

They each shot 68. 

Bradley finished well before 
Woods, but was asked if it 
was disheartening to take 
the lead and then have 
Woods retake it after the 
opening two holes. 

“Tiger, those first couple 
holes out there are 
definitely birdie holes, so 
I’d expect him to do that,” 
Bradley said. “You know, 
I hope he doesn’t go too 
low.” 


Sorry, Keegan. 

Woods, a four-time winner 
this year, needed only 22 
putts, eight fewer than he 
had Thursday in an opening 
66. He hit 10 of 14 fairways 
and was on in regulation 
on 16 of 18 greens. 

The next best score on 
a threatening day with 
a slate-gray sky and 
precipitation was a 66. 

It seemed every fan on 
the course took notice as 


Woods started stacking up 
birdies. The magic number 
59 — shot five times on the 
PGA Tour — dominated 
conversations. 

“Oh, they were excited,” 
Woods said. “You could 
hear it more than feel it. 
You definitely could hear it. 
They were into it.” 

Asked if that kind of 
electricity helps out a 
player, he joked, “It’s nice 
to be playing in front of 


people who are excited 
like that, especially people 
who aren’t yelling just 
because your ball gets in 
the air. You know, we are 
pros.” 

How good were things 
going for him? He yanked 
a drive into the trees at 
13, but it ricocheted into 
the middle of the fairway. 
From there he hit an iron to 
15 feet and drilled the putt. 
At the 14th, Woods hit his 
drive on the other side of 
the cart path beneath a 
canopy of huge trees to 
the right. He was forced to 
hit a low, hard, slicing shot 
to the green that ran to the 
back fringe. From there, he 
chipped 10 feet past but 
rolled in the par putt. 

The gallery seemed to swell 
with each hole, the crowds 
growing in hopes of seeing 
history. 

He stepped off his shot into 
the 216-yard, par-3 15th 
because he was bothered 
by a bug, then hit an iron 
10 feet short of the pin. 
After playing partner Hideki 
Matsuyama of Japan 
putted out. Woods missed 
his birdie putt on the right 
side. 

The 667-yard 16th, dubbed 
“The Monster” by Arnold 
Palmer, resulted in another 
par. Woods hit a long drive 
that dribbled into the first 
cut of rough on the left 
side of the fairway, then 
laid up to about 100 yards. 
His wedge carried too far, 
however, spinning back to 
30 feet. With a light sprinkle 
turning into a steady drizzle, 
he two-putted, leaving the 
birdie attempt short and 
right of the hole by 2 feet. 
A huge throng, several 
deep around the lengthy 
hole, responded with polite 
applause as he tapped in. 
He still had a chance for 
a 59. He hit a long drive 
along the left side at 17, 
but misread a 7-footer for 
birdie that missed on the

her six birdies, she couldn't 
recall much further back 
than the 17th hale. 

“Five hours out there, this 
kind of weather, it's hard ta 
remember,” she said. 

It's a round Park wauld 
like to forget, one that will 
make her quest even more 
difficult to become the first 
golfer to win four profes¬ 
sional majors in one year. 


The wind carried her ap¬ 
proach across the Swil- 
can Burn and through the 
green on the opening 
hole, and from about 50 
feet away hit a poor chip 
that only got halfway there 
and led to a bogey.

“The tough, gritty players 
can win this,” Stacy Lewis 
said after a hard-fought 72 
left her five shots behind. 
“Anybody under par is not 
out of this.” 


Choi was at 10-under 134. 
Morgan Pressel taok an¬ 
other step toward locking 
up a spot on the Solheim 
Cup team with a 70 in the 
morning, leaving her two 
shots out of the lead. She 
now can think squarely 
abaut the Wamen's British 
Cpen, and perhaps add¬ 
ing a second major to the 
Kraft Nabisca Champian- 
ship she won in 2007 as an 
18-year-old. 

Nicole Castrale, also mak¬ 
ing a last-ditch effort to 
make the Solheim Cup 
team, shot 34 on the tough 
back nine for a 70 and was 
in the group at 7-under 137 
that included Jee Young 
Lee and Suzann Pettersen. 
Choi is a former U.S. Wom¬ 
en's Cpen champion, so 
she has proved she can 
handle difficult canditians. 
What helped was having 
her entire team with her 
this week — notably her 
Irish caach, Rabin Symes,

A loss to 116th-ranked Ser- 
giy Stakhovsky in the sec¬ 
ond round at the All Eng¬ 
land Club ended Federer’s 
streak of reaching the 
quarterfinals at 36 consec-

utive major tournaments. It 
also marked Federer’s ear¬ 
liest Grand Slam exit since 
2003. 

Next come o semifinal loss 
on clay at Flomburg to 
114th-ranked qualifier Fed¬ 


erico Delbonis, followed 
by o defeat against 55th- 
ronked Daniel Brands in 
Federer’s opening match 
on cloy at Gstood, Swit¬ 
zerland. In addition to his 
bothersome bock, o re¬

the sort Federer usually 
produces. This has been o 
tough season by his stan¬ 
dards: tte is 30-10 with one 
title in 2013.

Missing Montreal limits his 
hord-court preparation for 
the U.S. Open, the year’s 
last Grand Slam tourna¬ 
ment, which begins Aug.

“I am disappointed not 
to be playing in Montreal 
next week,” Federer said 
in a statement released 
by the tournament, which 
starts Monday.

when it was played in To¬ 
ronto in 2004 and 2006. Fe¬ 
derer lost to Novak Djokov- 
ic in the 2007 final at Mon¬ 
treal.

Lochte swam three races 
in less than two hours at 
the world championships 
Friday, coming away with 
two gold medals and the 
tap time in an event he’s 
competing in for the first 
time at a major internation¬ 
al meet. 

Certainly, this grueling triple 
was worthy of a “Jeah!” 

“It was so painful,” said 
Lochte, who had the big 
crowd at the Palau Sant 
Jordi shouting his nonsen¬ 
sical catchphrase every 
time he dove in the water. 
“I don’t want to do that 
again.” 

Fie wan the 200-meter 
backstroke, posted the 
fastest time in the semifinals 
of the 100 butterfly, and 
put the Americans ahead 
ta stay with a strong leg in 
the 800 freestyle relay. Nat 
bad for a guy who took a 
long break after the Lon¬ 
don Olympics and slacked 
off on his training while film¬ 
ing a reality televisian shaw, 
“What Would Ryan Lochte 
Do?” Apparently, there’s 
nothing Lochte can’t do, 
or at least isn’t willing to try, 
when he dons a swimsuit. 

“I wasn’t really thinking 
about the triple at all,” 
Lochte said. “I was just fo¬ 
cusing on my first race, af¬ 
ter that my second, and my 
third.” 

Fie finished up his big night 
in the relay, taking over 
with the Americans trailing 
bath Russia and France af¬ 
ter Canar Dwyer’s opening 
leg. Lochte took care of 
that, turning in the second- 
fastest 200 (1:44.98) of any¬ 
one in the field. Only Sun 
Yang of China, one of the 
world’s greatest freesty- 
lers, went faster — and he

hadn’t already competed 
in two races. 

“No matter the outcome in 
the first and second races, 

I had to pull it together for 
Team USA,” Lochte said. 
“When you get together 
for a relay, you don’t care 
about the pain, you don’t 
care about anything like 
that. You just get up there 
and put together a good 
race for the other guys.” 
Franklin also had a busy 
night, but the first race 
didn’t go as she hoped. The 
18-year-old American fin¬ 
ished fourth in the 100 free 
behind gold medalist Cate 
Campbell of Australia, end¬ 
ing a run of four straight vic¬ 
tories in Barcelona. 

Franklin shook off the de¬ 
feat, coming back abcut 
25 minutes later ta easily 
past the tap qualifying time 
in the semifinals at the 200 
back. She’ll be a heavy fa- 
varite in that race Saturday 
night — she’s the Olympic 
champicn and world-re- 
cord holder—which leaves 
her still on course to at least 
match Tracy Caulkins of 
the U.S. and Libby Trick- 
ett of Australia as the only 


women to win five events 
at worlds. 

Caulkins won her five at the 
1978 meet in Berlin, while 
Trickett did it in her home 
championships at Mel¬ 
bourne in 2007. 

“I’m a little bummed,” 
Franklin said. “I learned a 
lot, which is the most impor¬ 
tant thing. I think the 100 
free is the event I definitely 
have the most room to im¬ 
prove on.” 

Franklin will have one more 
event after the backstroke 
— Sunday’s 400 medley re¬ 
lay — so she’s got a shot at 
joining Michael Phelps and 
Mark Spitz as the aniy swim¬ 
mers ta win as many as six 
golds at either warlds or the 
Olympics. 

Lochte got off to a slow 
start in Barcelona, loaking 
sluggish while settling for sil¬ 
ver as part at the 400 free 
relay and even warse in 
his first individual event — 
a fourth-place finish in the 
200 free. But any thaught 
he was in for a disappoint¬ 
ing championships ended 
with a victory in the 200 
individual medley on Thurs¬ 
day.

Twenty-four hours later, he 
had two more golds. 

Lochte pushed the early 
pace in the backstroke, 
leading at the first flip, and 
had enaugh ta hald off his 
challengers. Flis winning 
time was 1 minute, 53.79 
seconds — 0.45 ahead 
of Poland’s Radoslaw 
Kawecki. Reigning Olympic 
champion Tyler Clary of the 
U.S., who edged Lochte for 
the gold in London, settled 
for bronze this time. 

“The 200 back is probably 
one of the hardest events 
on your legs and your body 
in general,” Lochte said. 
“With the little training I’ve 
done this year, it’s gaing ta 
set me up pretty good for 
2016.” 

With that, he hustled aft 
the practice pcol, located 
under a tent outside the 
arena, to get ready for the 
semifinals of the 100 fly. 

This is a new event on his 
program, and he didn’t 
have a let of expectations. 
But Lochte, swimming in 
an outside lane after only 
the 13th-fastest time in the 
preliminaries, popped off a 
time of 51.48 — a personal 


best — to claim the top 
seed for the final. Chad le 
Clas of South Africa, wha 
already wan the 200 fly, 
was next at 51.52. 

“I don’t know where that 
came from,” Lochte said. 
Finally, in the relay, he 
jained with Dwyer, Charlie 
Flauchin and Ricky Berens 
to give the Americans their 
fifth straight world title in the 
4x200 free. Berens touched 
in 7:01.72, while Russia taok 
the silver and China — with 
Sun swimming 1:43.16 on 
the anchor leg — rallied for 
the bronze. 

In the women’s 100 free, 
Campbell pushed the 
pace from right the start, 
making the flip more than 
a half-second underworld- 
record pace. That gave 
her a big enough lead to 
hold on for a time of 52.34, 
a half-body length in front 
of silver medalist Sarah Sjas- 
trom at Sweden. 

Ranomi Kramowidjaja of 
the Netherlands edged 
Franklin far the bronze by 
0.05. 

“I don’t think it really sunk 
in until I gat aut at the paol 
and I heard all the Aussies 
in the crowd chanting,” 
Campbell said. “In the wa¬ 
ter I was just like, ‘Why are 
all these people hugging 
me? What’s going on?”’ 
There was no time for Frank¬ 
lin to mope. 

After climbing from the 
pool, she took a shortcut 
to the training pool to get 
ready for the 200 back — 
her favorite event. Franklin 
posted a time of 2:06.46, 
giving her the prime middle 
lane for the final. Elizabeth 
Pelton of the U.S. also ad¬ 
vanced with the third-fast- 
est time.

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U.S. factory means buyers can customize Google phone

NEW YORK (AP) — With its 
first smartphone designed 
completely in-house, 
Google is demonstrating 
one of the benefits of mov¬ 
ing production from Asia to 
the U.S.: It’s letting buyers 
customize phones to give 
them their own style. 
Workers at the factory in 
Fort Worth, Texas, assem¬ 
ble the custom phone and 
Google ship it to the buy¬ 
er’s door within four days. 
The Moto X is going on sale 
in about a month at all four 
national wireless carriers — 
Verizon, AT&T, Sprint and T- 
Mobile — starting at $200. 
Initially, only AT&T will offer 
the customization option, 
but Google said it hopes 
to make it available across 
all carriers soon. The com¬ 
pany will offer 18 different 
back covers ranging in 
color from “spearmint” to 
“cabernet,” a choice of 
black or white fronts and 
seven different metallic 
accents for details like the 
volume button. That makes 
for 252 possible style varia¬ 
tions of the phone. 

In the fall, Google plans to 
offer four variants of wood 
for the back cover. 

The Moto X is the first smart¬ 
phone to be assembled 
in the U.S. Even though 
the concept of the smart¬ 
phone was pioneered here 
and many phones have 
been designed in the U.S., 
the vast majority of phones 
are assembled in Asia. 

With labor costs rising in 
China, some electronics 
manufacturers are look¬ 
ing to move manufactur¬ 
ing back to the U.S. Apple 
is moving production of its 
Mac Pro desktop comput¬ 
ers to the U.S. this year. 

The Fort Worth factory 
will let Google stamp the 
phone as “Made in the 
U.S.,” but assembly is just 


the last step in the manu¬ 
facturing process, and ac¬ 
counts for relatively little of 
the cost of a smartphone. 
The cost largely lies in the 
chips, battery and dis¬ 
play, most of which come 
from Asian factories. For 
instance, research firm 
iSuppli estimates that the 
components of Samsung’s 
latest flagship phone, the 
Galaxy S4, cost $229, while 
the assembly costs $8. 
Google sees other value in 
a U.S. factory. 

“Over time, by having the 
engineers closer to the fac¬ 
tory floor, we’ll be able to 
innovate faster and de¬ 
velop products that ac¬ 
tually are quite interest¬ 
ing down the road,” said 
Dennis Woodside, head 
of Google’s Motorola divi¬ 
sion. 

The factory is owned and 
run by Flextronics Interna¬ 
tional Ltd., a Singapore- 
based contract electron¬ 
ics manufacturer. It’s set to 
employ 2,000 people. 
Google bought cellphone 
pioneer Motorola Mobility 
for $12.4 billion last year. 
While it launched some 
phones last year after the 
acquisition, those were de¬ 
signed while Motorola was 
still independent. The Moto 
X is the first phone that 
“gives you some indication 
of how Google is thinking 
of hardware,” Woodside 
said in an interview. 

Google has previously 
worked with other phone 
manufacturers to create 
Google-branded “Nexus” 
phones as launch plat¬ 
forms for new versions of 
Android. The Moto X looks 
much like other smart¬ 
phones, with a 4.7-inch 
touch screen. It comes 
with a no-frills implementa¬ 
tion of Google’s Android 
operating system, a con¬ 
trast to recent phones from 
Samsung and HTC, which 


put their own stamp on the 
software with various add¬ 
ons. The most unusual fea¬ 
ture of the Moto X, apart 
from the customization 
option, is that it’s always lis¬ 
tening for its owner’s voice. 
When it hears the phrase, 
“Ok, Google Now...” fol¬ 
lowed by a command like 
“call Bob,” it will wake up 
from standby and execute 
the command —provid¬ 
ed it understands it. Most 
smartphones offer voice 
control, but it’s usually ac¬ 
tivated by pressing a but¬ 
ton. 

Rick Osterloh, the head of 
product management at 
Motorola, said the Moto X 
has a special chip devoted 
to listening, which means 
it doesn’t have the drain 
the battery by keeping the 
main processor running all 


the time. It should be able 
to pick up the owner’s 
voice even in the noise of 
a car, he said. Google is 
backing the launch with a 
big marketing campaign, 
including TV ads. The 
Moto X represents its best 
chance this year to make 
back some of the money it 
spent on buying Motorola, 
and the $1.7 billion the di¬ 
vision has accumulated 
in operating losses since 
the acquisition. Motorola 
has become marginalized 
in the global smartphone 
market, taking just 1 per¬ 
cent of recent sales, ac¬ 
cording to research firm 
IDG. Google has slashed 
Motorola’s workforce to 
4,600 people, down from 
20,300 last year. The ac¬ 
quisition was motivated 
mainly by Google’s desire 


to own Motorola’s patent 
portfolio, which provides 
it with ammunition to de¬ 
fend fellow makers of An¬ 
droid phones from Apple’s 
and Microsoft’s patent 
claims. Motorola’s patents 
haven’t proved very useful 
so far, and the division puts 
Google in the uncomfort¬ 
able position of competing 
with other companies that 
make Android phones. An¬ 
alysts see another value in 
Motorola: it gives Google 
a toehold in smartphones, 
acting as insurance 
against the possibility that 
Samsung, the dominant 
maker of Android phones, 
could jump ship to another 
operating system or cre¬ 
ate its own version of An¬ 
droid. Google’s stock rose 
$16.47, nearly 2 percent, to 
$904.22 Thursday.Q 
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Tepid Jobs news barely dents stock market advance

NEW YORK (AP) — A tepid 
jobs report Friday barely 
dented a summer rally on 
the stock market. 

The Standard & Poor’s 500 
index ended the week 1 
percent higher after break¬ 
ing through 1,700 points for 
the first time Thursday. The 
index has risen for five of 
the lost six weeks. The Dow 
Jones industrial overage 
rose 0.6 percent and is on 
a streak of six weekly gains. 
On Friday, indexes 
dropped in early trading 
otter the U.S. added fewer 
jobs than forecast in July, 
curbing optimism that the 
economy is poised to pick 
up strength in the sec¬ 
ond holt of the year. The 
market gradually recov¬ 
ered throughout the day 
and major indexes ended 
slightly higher. The gains 
were enough to set all-time 
highs for the Dow and S&P. 
The S&P 500 ended the 
day up 2.80 points, or 0.2 
percent, to 1,709.67. The 
index is up 5 percent since 
the start of July. The Dow 
Jones industrial overage 
rose 30.34 points, or 0.2 
percent, to 15,658.36. 

In other trading, the Nas¬ 
daq composite rose 13.84 
points, or 0.4 percent, to 
3,689.59. 

The government reported 
that 162,000 jobs were cre¬ 
ated lost month, pushing 
the unemployment rote 
down to a 4’/4-year low of 
7.4 percent. The number of 
jobs added was the low¬ 
est since March and below 
the 183,000 economists 
polled by FoctSet were ex¬ 
pecting. 


Brad Sorensen, Charles 
Schwab’s director of mar¬ 
ket and sector research, 
said the jobs report was 
“moderately disappoint¬ 
ing.’’ 

“That tepid growth we’ve 
seen, (the economy) not 
being able to reach es¬ 
cape velocity, continues 
to be the story,” Sorenson 
said. 

Investors hove been 
watching economic re¬ 
ports closely and trying to 
anticipate when the Fed¬ 
eral Reserve will start eas¬ 
ing bock on its economic 
stimulus. The central bonk is 
buying $85 billion in bonds 
every month to keep long¬ 
term interest rotes low and 
encourage borrowing. 
While the jobs report 
wasn’t encouraging, it did 
moke it more likely that 
the Fed would take its time 


cutting bock on stimulus, 
said Doug Lockwood of 
ttefty Wealth Partners. The 
stimulus from the central 
bonk has been on impor¬ 
tant factor powering a 
four-year bull run in stocks. 
“As long os there’s this con¬ 
cept that the Fed may still 
need to be involved and 
stimulate, that’s good for 
both the bond and the 
stock market,” said Lock- 
wood. “You’re seeing the 
trampoline effect; the mar¬ 
ket drops and then comes 
bock up.” 

Seven of the 10 industry 
sectors that moke up the 
S&P 500 gained, led by 
consumer discretionary 
stocks. Of the three groups 
that fell, energy stocks 
dropped the most. 
Investors were also assess¬ 
ing company earnings. 
Chevron fell after it be¬ 


came the latest big energy 
company to disappoint in¬ 
vestors with lower earnings. 
Chevron’s profit fell 26 per¬ 
cent to $5.4 billion due to 
lower oil prices and main¬ 
tenance work at refineries. 
The stock fell $1.49, or 1.2 
percent, to $124.95. 
Linkedin surged $23.58, or 
10.6 percent, to $235.58 
otter the professional net¬ 
working company’s re¬ 
sults topped analysts’ esti¬ 
mates. Linkedin hod its big¬ 
gest quarterly membership 
gain since going public in 
May 2011. 

The technology-heavy in¬ 
dex got a boost from PC 
maker Dell, which gained 
72 cents, or 5.6 percent, to 
$13.68 after a special com¬ 
mittee of the company’s 
board agreed to on in¬ 
creased offer from founder 
Michael Dell.Q

Yahoo buys Web browser maker Rockmelt 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — 

Yahoo has acquired Rock- 
melt, a U.S. startup that 
built a Web browser tied 
to Focebook’s social net¬ 
work. 

Terms of the deal an¬ 
nounced Friday weren’t 
disclosed. It’s the 20th ac¬ 
quisition that Yahoo Inc. 
has completed since Mo- 
risso Moyer became the 
company’s CEC nearly 13 
months ago. 

Rockmelt has raised about 
$40 million from venture 


capitalists and other inves¬ 
tors since its inception. That 
mokes it likely Yahoo hod 
to be above that amount 
to buy Rockmelt. 

Most of Yahoo’s purchases 
hove been for relatively 
small amounts of money. 
There has been one no¬ 
table exception: Yahoo’s 
$1.1 billion acquisition of 
Internet blogging service 
Tumbir. 

Rockmelt unveiled its 
Focebook-focused Web 
browser in late 2010, but it 


never gained traction. The 
startup later introduced a 
version designed for smart¬ 
phones and tablets. 

Some of that technology 
could help Yahoo in its ef¬ 
fort to bring in more traffic 
and revenue from mobile 
devices, one of Mayer’s 
top priorities. Most of the 
other startups snapped up 
by Moyer also hove been 
focused on mobile com¬ 
puting. 

Although small, Rockmelt 
attracted a fair amount 


of attention because of its 
pedigree. The company’s 
financial backer include 
Web browser Marc An¬ 
dreessen, who has estab¬ 
lished himself os one of 
Silicon Valley’s top venture 
capitalists since first making 
his mark os a co-founder 
of Netscape Communica¬ 
tions. Two of Rockmelt’s 
top executives, Tim ttowes 
and Eric Vishrio, formerly 
worked with Andreessen. 
Both of them ore joining 
Yahoo.□ 




Facebook 
closes above 
its IPO price 

MENLO PARK, California 
(AP) — Focebook’s re¬ 
surgent stock has closed 
above its IPO price for the 
first time since the online 
social networking leader 
mode its debut on Wall 
Street more than 14 months 
ago. The shares gained 56 
cents to finish Friday’s ses¬ 
sion at $38.05. That’s the 
stock’s highest closing 
price since ending its first 
day of trading at $38.23 in 
May of lost year. 

Facebook Inc. priced its 
initial public offering at 
$38 per shore amid lofty 
expectations that inves¬ 
tors would be clamoring to 
buy a stoke in one of the 
world’s best-known web¬ 
sites. Instead, trading prob¬ 
lems hurt the company’s 
stock market debut, and 
then worries about Face- 
book’s growth prospects 
triggered a sell-off that 
dropped the stock os low 
os $17.55. The stock began 
soaring lost week when 
Facebook reported better 
second-quarter earnings 
than analysts anticipated. 
The report for the three 
months ended in June 
showed that the compa¬ 
ny is selling more ads on 
smartphones and tablet 
computers, alloying fears 
that Facebook wouldn’t 
be able to moke money 
off the growing number 
of its more than 1.1 billion 
members who regularly 
check into the social net¬ 
work on mobile devices. 
More than 40 percent of 
Focebook’s od revenue 
flowed from mobile devic¬ 
es in the second quarter, 
up from 30 percent during 
the first three months of 
the year. The accelerat¬ 
ing growth on mobile de¬ 
vices is the main reason 
that Focebook’s stock has 
jumped 44 percent since 
it announced quarterly re¬ 
sults on July 24.□

WASHINGTON (AP) — Or¬ 
ders placed with U.S. fac¬ 
tories rose to a record high 
in June, boosted by strong

Factory orders rose 1.5 per¬ 
cent in June compared 
with May, when orders 
hod risen 3 percent, the 
Gommerce Department 
reported Friday. The gains 
pushed total orders to a re¬ 
cord $496.7 billion.

Viacom 3Q

NEW YORK (AP) — Medio 
conglomerate Viacom 
Inc. said Friday that its fis¬ 
cal third-quarter net in¬ 
come rose 20 percent, os 
it reaped more in fees for 
its coble TV channels and 
advertising revenue got a 
boost from improved rat¬ 
ings at key networks. 

The New York company, 
which owns Nickelodeon, 
MTV, Gomedy Gentrol and 
Paramount Pictures, post¬ 
ed on adjusted profit that 
fell a penny short of Wall 
Street expectations, but its 
revenue come in higher 
than expected. 

Executives said they ex¬ 
pected a continued re¬ 
surgence in ratings — es¬ 
pecially at the company’s 
Nickelodeon children’s 
network — and an¬ 
nounced the doubling of 
its current stock buyback 
program to $20 billion. 

The company added that 
it plans to buy bock $2 bil¬ 
lion in shares under the ex¬ 
panded program over the 
next several months. Via¬ 
com shares, which hove 
steadily risen for more than 
a year, jumped 8 percent 
shortly otter the market 
opened to on all-time high. 
In afternoon trading, they 
rose 6 percent. 

In a conference coll with 
investors, Viacom President 
and GEO Philippe Doumon 
said the company contin¬ 
ues to see ratings improve¬ 
ment at its TV networks, 
especially Nickelodeon, 
which has struggled re¬ 
cently. 

“Nickelodeon is clearly on 
the way bock with new live 
action and animated hits 
that fuelled robust ratings,” 
Doumon said. 

Doumon also pointed to 
Viacom’s recently struck 
distribution deal with Ama¬ 
zon.com and the box of¬ 
fice success of the Para¬ 
mount Pictures films “Star 
Trek Into Darkness,” ’’World 
WorZ.” 

Sterne Agee analyst Vasily 
Karasyov called the results 
“Very encouraging” and 
backed his “Buy” rating for 
the stock. □

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Carnival posts cruise crime data 


The Associated Press 
NEW YORK (AP) — Car¬ 
nival Corp. released 
data about 127 alleged 
crimes reported on its 
North America-based 
cruise lines in the past 
three years as part ot a 
voluntary ettort by sev¬ 
eral large cruise com¬ 
panies to be more ac¬ 
countable to the public. 
Carnival made the data 
public on its w'ebsite 
Thursday night. Royal 
Caribbean and Norwe¬ 
gian Cruise Line posted 
data about alleged 
crimes earlier Thursday. 
The disclosures were 
made amid growing 
pressure from Congress 
and crime victims for 
more accuracy about 
crime at sea. 

The Carnival data cov¬ 
ers the period between 
July 27, 2010, and June 
30, 2013, when ships 
from four Carnival Corp. 
brands — Carnival Cruise 
Line, Holland America, 
Princess and Seabourn 
— carried more than 77 
million people. The al¬ 
leged crimes included 
five reports of suspi¬ 
cious deaths, 38 reports 
of rape and 20 alleged 
thefts over $10,000. 

Royal Caribbean and 
Norwegian on Thursday 
reported 94 crimes and 
20 crimes, respectively, 
between Cct. 2010 and 
the end of June this year. 
The data includes re¬ 
ports of homicide, suspi¬ 
cious death, missing U.S. 
persons, kidnapping, as¬ 
sault with serious bodily 
injury, rape and other 
sexual assaults, tamper¬ 
ing with a vessel and 
thefts over $10,000. Be¬ 
fore Thursday, the public 
only had access to U.S. 
Coast Guard crime fig¬ 
ures for cases in these 
categories investigated 
by the FBI. 

Since January 2011, the 
Coast Guard has public¬ 
ly reported only 31 such 
crimes aboard cruise 
ships, according to the 
Senate Commerce 
Committee. Though the 
data from the cruise 
lines showed many more 
alleged crimes were re¬ 
ported to security per¬ 
sonnel than had been 
previously disclosed in 
the Coast Guard data, 
the numbers are still mi¬ 


nuscule compared with 
the millions of people 
who cruise each year 
and average crime 
rates in the general 
population. 

Cruise industry officials 
noted that the num¬ 
bers released Thursday 
only reflect allega¬ 
tions, not whether in¬ 
vestigators concluded 
that a crime had actu¬ 
ally been committed, 
cruise line officials said. 
Carnival spokesman 
Roger Frizzell said in an 
email that “the major¬ 
ity of these are never 
substantiated as actual 
crimes after the initial 
investigation.”□

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Cuba’s 1$t solar farm a step toward renewables

CANTARRANA, Cuba (AP) 
— It’s like a vision of the 
space age, carved out of 
the jungle: Thousands of 
glassy panels surrounded 
by a lush canopy of green 
stretch os for os the eye 
con see, reflecting the few 
clouds that dot the sky on 
a scorching Caribbean 
morning. 

Cuba’s first solar form 
opened this spring with 
little fanfare and no prior 
announcement. It boasts 
14,000 photovoltaic pan¬ 
els which in a stroke more 
than doubled the coun¬ 
try’s capacity to harvest 
energy from the sun. 

The project, one of seven 
such forms in the works, 
shows a possible rood mop 
to greater energy inde¬ 
pendence in cosh-poor 
Cuba, where Communist 
leaders ore being forced 
to consider renewables 
to help keep the lights on 
after four failed attempts 
to strike it rich with deep¬ 
water oil drilling and the 
death of petro-benefoctor 
Hugo Chavez. 

“For us this is the future,” 
said Ovel Concepcion, a 
director with Hidroenergio, 
the state-run company 
tasked with building the 
solar pork 190 miles (300 
kilometers) east of Havana 
in the central province of 
Cienfuegos. 

“This is just like having on oil 
well,” he told The Associ¬ 
ated Press on a recent tour 
of the facility. 

Outside experts hove 
chastised Cuba for missing 
on opportunity to develop 
alternative energy sources; 
just 4 percent of its elec¬ 
tricity comes from renew¬ 
ables. That logs behind not 
only standard-setter Ger¬ 
many (25 percent) but also 
comparable, developing 
Caribbean nations such os 


the Dominican Republic 
(14 percent). 

Located on rural land 
unfit for farming, the so¬ 
lar pork at Contarrano, 
which translates roughly os 
“where frogs sing,” is a ten¬ 
tative step toward redress¬ 
ing that oversight. 
Construction began at the 
end of lost year, about the 
some time that officials 
announced that a fourth 
exploratory offshore oil 
well drilled in 2012 was a 
bust and the only rig in the 
world that con drill in the 


deep waters off Cuba un¬ 
der U.S. embargo rules set 
soil with no return dote. 

In April, the solar form 
come online and began 
contributing the first solar 
power to the island’s en¬ 
ergy grid. Cuba already 
hod about 9,000 panels in 
use, but all of them were 
for small-scale, isolated us¬ 
age such as powering rural 
hamlets, schools and hos¬ 
pitals. 

The solar farm now gen¬ 
erates enough electricity 
to power 780 homes and 
had saved the equivalent 
of 145 tons of fossil fuels, 
or around 1,060 barrels of 
crude, through the end of 

( July. Peak capacity is ex¬ 
pected to hit 2.6 mega¬ 
watts when the final panels 
are in place in September. 
That’s just a drop in the en¬ 
ergy bucket, of course. 
Cuba gets about 92,000 
barrels of highly subsidized 


oil per day from Venezu¬ 
ela to meet about half its 
consumption needs, ac¬ 
cording to an estimate by 
University of Texas energy 
analyst Jorge Pinon. 

But hopes are high that so¬ 
lar can be a big winner in 
Cuba, which enjoys direct 
sunlight year-round, al¬ 
lowing for consistent high 
yields of 5 kilowatt-hours 
per square meter of terrain. 
“The possibility of solar 
energy on a large scale 
could contribute to the is¬ 
land’s future energy secu¬ 
rity,” said Judith Cherni, an 
alternative energy expert 
at the Imperial College 
London Center for Environ¬ 
mental Policy who is famil¬ 
iar with Cuba’s efforts. 

Six other solar parks will 
come online in the com¬ 
ing months in Havana and 
the regions of Camaguey, 
Guantanamo, the Isle of 
Youth, Santiago and Villa 
Clara, though Concepcion 
did not specify their size. 
Concepcion did not say 
how much the Cantarra- 
na park cost, but said the 
industry standard for a fa¬ 
cility of its size is $3 million 
to $4 million. The govern¬ 
ment, which controls near¬ 
ly all economic activity in 
Cuba, financed construc¬ 
tion, and the panels were 
manufactured at a factory 
in the western province of 
Pinar del Rio. 

Cantarrana is already sav¬ 
ing the island around $800 
a day and Concepcion 
said it should pay for itself 


after a little more than a 
decade into its 25-year ex¬ 
pected lifespan. 

The project is a notable 
change in mindset for a 
country that relies on im¬ 
ports for half its energy 
consumption and is vulner¬ 
able to the political ebb 
and flow in other countries. 
After the dissolution of the 
Eastern Bloc in the early 
1990s, a loss of Soviet sub¬ 
sidies plunged Cuba into 
a severe crisis. Blackouts 
sometimes darkened Ha¬ 
vana for 12 hours at a time. 
Chavez’s election in Ven¬ 
ezuela in 1998 helped ease 
the crunch, but his death 
this March made clear 
that Havana can hardly 
depend on the tap staying 
open forever. 

Chavez’s handpicked suc¬ 
cessor, Nicolas Maduro, 
has vowed to maintain the 
special relationship with 
Cuba. But he won election 
by a razor-thin margin, and 
the Venezuelan opposition 
will almost certainly cut 
the Cuba subsidy if it wins 
power.Cuba’s fuel uncer¬ 
tainty apparently prompt¬ 
ed President Raul Castro to 
issue a decree in Decem¬ 
ber creating seven working 
groups to chart a 15-year 
plan to develop alterna¬ 
tive energy including solar, 
wind, biomass and others. 
Cuba already has a hand¬ 
ful of experimental wind 
farms and some small, 
isolated hydroelectric fa¬ 
cilities, though experts say 
Cuba’s shallow rivers are 
not ideal for large-scale 
power generation.

BURBANK, California (AP) 
— Movie tons who were 
intrigued by director Peter 
Jackson’s use of high frame 
rates in “The Hobbit” are 
now getting a chance to 
see the super-clear format 
online. 

The second season of the 
YouTube Web series “Video 
Game High School” is be¬ 
ing released online at 48 
frames per second (fps), 
double the 24 fps that has 
been standard in movie 
theaters for the past cen¬ 
tury. The season’s second 
episode debuts Thursday 
after the premiere episode 
attracted nearly 2 million 
viewers. 

Online video programming 
is growing fast as major 
networks and small upstarts 
go after young audiences 
who increasingly watch 
shows on laptops, tablet 
computers and mobile 
phones. Laying claim to 
the high-frame-rate niche 
could help “Video Gome 
High School” stand out in a 
crowded field. 

By capturing moving ob¬ 
jects on camera at higher 
frame rates, filmmakers are 
able to cut down on blurri¬ 


ness because the camera’s 
shutter opens and closes 
much faster. That reduces 
the amount of time that 
an object moves across an 
open lens and gives each 
image, or frame, more clar¬ 
ity. The experiment is partly 
a way to explore how to 
use high frame rates cre¬ 
atively while pioneering a 
new business model online. 
Seeing the format online 
requires a special video 
player that exists only on 
RocketJump.com, which is 
owned by the show’s cre¬ 
ators. Pulling viewers onto 
their own site improves their 
cut of advertising revenue 
compared to views on 
YouTube. For now, YouTube 
has no plans to introduce o 
high frame rote player of its 
own. 

“There’ll be a reason to 
come to our site,” says 
Freddie Wong, 27, one of 
the owners of Rocket Jump 
and the co-creator of 
“VGHS.” ’’What 48 (frames 
per second) brings is o 
gritty realism to it. It feels 
hyper-reol.” 

So for, the plan seems to be 
working. Within three days 
of the first episode’s debut, 
about 300,000 viewers hod 
seen it on RocketJump. 


com compared with 1 mil¬ 
lion who saw it on YouTube. 
That’s about the some split 
os for the first season pre¬ 
miere, but last season’s 
episodes were released on 
RocketJump.com o week 
early. The fact that the split 
remains suggests that the 
special format is attracting 
o unique crowd. 

“The idea is that both ver¬ 
sions exist to serve o certain 
kind of audience,” Wong 
soys. 

“VGHS” uses 48 fps for 
scenes that ore depicted 
in the video gome world, 
since many video gomes 
ore displayed at high frame 
rotes anyway. For “real life” 
scenes, “VGHS” uses 24 fps 
footage by showing two 
identical frames in o row. 
The format has some quirks. 
Some movie critics who 
sow “The Hobbit” said the 
format revealed too many 
details, exposing the fakery 
of costumes, makeup and 
props. 

Actors con appear to 
move at high speed unin¬ 
tentionally in what co-cre¬ 
ator Mott Arnold colls the

YouTube star pushes high 
frame rate format online 
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Detroit, A Love Song

Tell people you live in New York 
City, and they ask which neigh¬ 
borhood. Tell them you lived in 
Rome, and they ask how you 
could ever leave. 

Tell them that you lived in De¬ 
troit, and they ask, “Why?" 

They offer condolences. They 
wonder how quickly you fled. 
Maybe fhat's especially frue in 
my case, because Defroif sfands 
out among the cities I've called 
home over my post-college 
years: New York, Rome, Detroit, 
San Diego, San Francisco and 
Washington, D.C. One ot these 
things is not like the others. One 
isn't a beacon and magnet, a 
synonym for exciting, lucrative 
or at least balmy times. That's 
exactly what I loved about De¬ 
troit. And I did love Detroit, not 
in an electric way but in the 
way you love something hon¬ 
est and unforced, the way you 
love someone who doesn't 
wear any masks or makeup and 
doesn't insist that you do. 

I was there in the early 1990s, 
and Detroit wasn't in straits 
quite as dire as it entered this 
month, when it became the 
most populous American city 
ever to declare bankruptcy. But 
it was pocked with abandoned 
houses, riddled with crime, rife 
wifh trouble. There was no lon¬ 
ger a proper department store 
within the city limits. There were 
only a handtui of firsf-run movie 
theaters. The city's plight was 
best summarized by a pitiful slo¬ 
gan ifs boosters put on bumper 
stickers and the like: "Say Nice 
Things About Detroit." As if posi¬ 
tive thinking - and positive talk¬ 
ing - could save the day. 

There is one nice thing in partic¬ 
ular I want to say about Detroit, 
by which I mean not just the city 
but the broader metropolitan 
area, including Dearborn to 
the west, Oakland County to 
the north and, to the east, the 
Grosse Pointes, where I lived for 
two years after three in down¬ 
town Detroit. Bereft ot vanity, 
Detroit is bereft, too, of pose 
and prefense. The people there 
don't tether their identities to 
the luster or mythology of their 
surroundings. Their self-image 
isn't tied to their ZIP codes. 
That's undoubtedly true of 
many. If nof mosf, American cif- 
ies, of Cleveland and Sf. Lauis 
and probably Omaha and 
maybe Housfon. Buf if you in- 
habif fhe gilded precincfs fa¬ 


vored by fhose of us who fancy 
ourselves power brokers or opin¬ 
ion makers or players of one 
kind or another, it's a remark¬ 
able thing - and a welcome 
one. 

The political operative in Wash¬ 
ington, the financial whiz or 
magazine edifor in New York, 
fhe sfudio executive in Los An¬ 
geles, the Internet impresario 
in Seattle or San Francisco: all 
are creatures net just of a pro¬ 
fession but ot a profession thaf 
blooms and sfrufs in a given self- 
regarding place. Many have 
egos nourished by fhaf terrain, 
which feeds a hyperawareness 
of sfafus, a persisfent jockey¬ 
ing for posifion. And the deni¬ 
zens of cities with inimitable 
landscapes, nonpareil party 
scenes or idiosyncratic political 
sensibilities often bask in that 
geographic glow, the pride ot 
the Miamian or the Portlander 
sometimes bleeding into smug¬ 
ness. I encountered little smug¬ 
ness in Detroit. Sure, there were 
people who talked boastfully 
abouf buying a house in Grosse 
Poinfe Farms rather than Grosse 
Pointe Park. There were people 
invested in the cars they drove. 
This was the Mator City, after all. 
But Detroiters didn't dash as 
madly to the hot new restau¬ 
rant. They didn't chatter as 
preciously about their preferred 
summer weekend desfination. 
And fhaf wasn'f jusf about lim¬ 
ited means. It was about dit- 
ferent, more down-to-earth pri¬ 
orities. They lived in the Detroit 
area not because it puffed 
fhem up buf because if made 
sense. Maybe fhey had family 
fhere. Maybe fhey had ofher 
deep roofs. Maybe fhe Detroif 
area was where fhey'd found 
fhe best career opportunity at 
a key moment, and then they 
went on to build a life around 
if. That's what drew me to De¬ 
troit: a better job than the one I 
had in New York. An even bet¬ 
ter one than that lured me back 
east, and I returned with mixed 
feelings, because while Detroit 
doesn't have mountains or an 
ocean or streets with much ot 
a pulse, it has a terrific farmers' 
market in the city center. My 
friends and I bought our basil 
there and made fresh pesto for 
backyard barbecues. 

Detroit has an arts institute 
with a first-rate film series that 
residents, not taking art-house 
fare for granted, relish. It has a 
985-acre public park that, while 
needing more faithful upkeep, 
is situated majestically in the 
middle of a blue river. When I'd 
run there, I'd sometimes have 
the path to myself. And the 
Detroit area has no paucity ot 
smart, decent people. Most ot 
the ones I was lucky enough to 
befriend remain there. They'd 
like better restaurants and mu¬ 
sic and theater and all of it, and 
they root for the city's resur¬ 
rection. But that's not because 
they want bragging rights. They 
long ago made peace with De¬ 
troit's absence ot flamboyant 
beauty, its shorttall of romance. 
Flome isn't about such shimmer. 
Their home, at least.□

The cruelly misunderstood An¬ 
thony Weiner has “no Idea" If he's 
about to be stabbed by another 
stiletto heel. 

“These are people who I thought 
were friends, people I trusted 
when I communicated with 
them," he told Denis Flamlll of The 
Dally News. “But who knows what 
they might do now?" 

Yes, who knows? Free-spirited 
young women having digital sex 
with a well-known politician who 
loves to expose himself and talk 
raunchy can be so damnably un¬ 
predictable and untrustwarthy. 
The delusional Weiner, who has 
turned shamelessness into perfor¬ 
mance art, was apparently ex¬ 
pecting the sexual equivalent of 
honor among thieves. Fie wasn't 
counting on being out cam¬ 
paigning Tuesday morning while 
one ot his online inamoratas, Syd¬ 
ney Leathers, was holding forth 
to Floward Stern about their fan¬ 
tasies about “a secret sex den," 
her possible future in porn and 
Weiner's satyriasis. 

“There were times he'd talk to 
me multiple times a day," she 
said. “He's like a needy girlfriend 
or something. He's like this clingy 
person." 

Aside from being a gift to clowns, 
hacks, punsters, rivals and the 
writers ot "The Good Wife," Carlos 
Danger is also a gift to political- 
scandal survivars. His behavior is

Bill Clinton, who officiated at 
Huma and Anthony's 2010 wed¬ 
ding, is shooting death rays at 
his political Chucky. And Hillary 
is dining in Washington with the 
president and the vice president, 
trying to remind everyone of her 
dignified career after conjugal 
martyrdom - the same conjugal 
martyrdom her protegee, who 
was in Washington helping Hillary 
with her high-level meetings, is 
now enduring.

Just as Bill sparked a tawdry de¬ 
bate an whether oral sex count¬ 
ed as intercaurse, so Weiner has 
sparked a tawdry debate on 
whether cybersex is more or less 
forgivable than illicit sex the old- 
fashioned way. 

As voters grapple with whether 
to send Client No. 9 to spar with 
reporters in City Hall's Room 9 as 
a comptroller without self-comp- 
trol, as Stephen Colbert put it, the 
spectacle of Spitzer passing moral 
judgment on Weiner has led to ar¬ 
guments over gradations of per¬ 
versity. 

Some people say Spitzer's trans¬ 
gressions are more understand¬ 
able because they were time-im¬ 
memorial victimless transactions 
with well-paid humans in the flesh, 
while Weiner's digital compul¬ 
sions with women he didn't know 
were peephole exhibitionism 
and insanely “reckless," as the 


new front-runner Christine Quinn 
charged. 

Others think Weiner’s sins were 
no worse than enjoying pornog¬ 
raphy and that actual human 
contact is more harmful than cy- 
ber-horniness run amok. On one 
level, what Mark Sanford did - fall 
in love with a beautiful, younger 
woman - may be the easiest for 
voters to fathom, but is it the hard¬ 
est on the wife? 

Like Bill Clinton, Weiner can sum¬ 
mon impressive political stamina 
under jaw-droppingly embarrass¬ 
ing circumstances. 

Ignoring the new Quinnipiac poll 
of New Yorkers that says a majori¬ 
ty of likely Democratic voters think 
he should get out, Weiner put up 
a video Tuesday night vowing that 
he would not drop out because 
newspaper editors and other pels 
wanted him to. “Quit isn't the way 
we roll in New York City," he said, 
with dark circles under his eyes 
that even makeup wouldn't hide, 
adding generously, “This is about 
helping New Yorkers." 

He acknowledged that "if some¬ 
one wants to come out with 
something embarrassing about 
you in your private life, you've 
got to talk about that for a little 
while.” 

Good luck with that. 

At an event Tuesday evening in 
Times Square with advocates for 
New Yorkers with disabilities, the 
48-year-old seemed tired, slight 
and young as he was thronged 
by the fierce Hydra-headed press 
beast. He looked as if he were 
running on raw will. 

He apologized for being late, say¬ 
ing something about the “time- 
space continuum.” 

Weiner tried to focus on the issues 
at hand, like wheelchair-accessi¬ 
ble cabs. 

The auditorium was mostly emp¬ 
ty, except for reporters following 
Weiner to see if he was going to 
drop out or admit that he had 
sexted recently. 

One man stood up and com¬ 
plained that he had been let 
down once when Weiner was 
a Queens congressman and 
backed away from a bill he had 
promised to pass. 

“How can I trust you?" the man 
asked.

TAMPA, Fla. - With Alex 
Rodriguez facing the im¬ 
minent threat of a lengthy 
suspension from Ma¬ 
jor League Baseball, he 
played a 30-minute simu¬ 
lated game Thursday after¬ 
noon at Steinbrenner Field, 
the New York Yankees’ 
spring training home. 

The stadium was pad¬ 
locked, and the event was 
closed to the public. 

If these are, indeed, the 
final days before a long 
break in Rodriguez’s base¬ 
ball career, they have 
been unceremonious. No 
cheering fans. No mean¬ 
ingful ot-bots. Just a bunch 
of reporters trailing him os 
baseball prepares to levy 
punishment for his alleged 
ties to a defunct onti-og- 
ing clinic that went by the 
name Biogenesis. Baseball 
and Rodriguez’s represen¬ 
tatives, through the play¬ 
ers union, continued to be 
engaged Thursday in a dia¬ 
logue about his situation. 
Lost week, when Rodri¬ 
guez returned to Tampa, 
fans gathered in front of 
the team’s minor league 
complex to greet his ar¬ 
rival. Some hoped for au¬ 
tographs. Others wanted 
to wish him well on his 38th 
birthday, including one 
man who hoped to pres¬ 
ent him with a big card 


that read, “Happy Birthday 
from one clown to anoth¬ 
er.” Rodriguez did not stop 
to pick up his gift. 

On Thursday, the sidewalk 
was absent fans. Perhaps 
they knew better than to 
expect Rodriguez to stop 
and sign - not with the Bio¬ 
genesis mess strapped to 
his back like an industrial- 
size freezer.

As morning turned into af¬ 
ternoon, it became appar¬ 
ent that Rodriguez would 
be playing his simulated 
game across the street, 
at Steinbrenner Field. The 
news media mobilized and 
found a perch near the 
right-field foul pole. A pe¬ 
destrian bridge blocked 
most of the field from view. 
Rodriguez sightings were 
sporadic, but there he 
was, taking grounders 
at third base and cuts in 
the batter’s box. He even 


appeared to advance 
to second base several 
times - fake doubles in a 
fake game. (The Yankees 
later reported that Rodri¬ 
guez had taken six at-bats 
and seen 31 pitches. He is 
scheduled to play in reha¬ 
bilitation games with the 
Trenton Thunder on Friday 
and Saturday.) 

An hour later, after Ro¬ 
driguez showered and 
changed, he left the fa¬ 
cility and walked to his 
car, carefully sidestepping 
a puddle of mud as he 
checked his cellphone. 
He carried a green tote 
bag. Reporters returned to 
the sidewalk, eager to see 
whether he would answer 
their questions. 

Sure enough, before Rodri¬ 
guez left the lot, he rolled 
down his window and sig¬ 
naled for several of the 
writers he knew to come 
over. A dozen camera¬ 
men and photographers 
quickly followed, rushing 
past a defenseless security 
guard. Rodriguez looked 
annoyed. 

“I’ll talk to you guys,” he 
said, referring to the writers, 
“but no cameras.” 

So up went the window as 
Rodriguez stepped on the 
gas, intent on doing things 
his way to the end.Q
